This makes it 


difficult to reach the farmer, who is 
of the lower class or caste. Religious 
prejudices .prevent the educating 
the "farmer on account of the belief 
that Allah.would send rains and good 
crop* if he deslretl the people to 
per and the nectar deification of the 
lower animals, .of course, prevents the 
farmer from utilizing live stock as an 
element of profit making, such as we 
have in -America. .
